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Big Staff Of FBI 
To Be Cut Down To 
New Budget Limits

WASHINGTON (A*)—The Federal 
Bureau of Investigation, with per­ 
sonnel recently at peak levels, has 
begun a gradual reduction of staff 
to get its payroll within the limits 
of current appropriations. 
Bureau officials said the cut can 
be carried out without interference 
with vital internal security tasks 
because 
some of FBI’s 
routine 
investigations 
of 
applicants 
for 
' government jobs have been shifted 
to the Civil Service Commission. 
Resignations Expected 
A bureau official said in response 
to inquiries that no firings are in 
progress, or planned—the FBI is 
simply depending on the norm al 
num ber of resignations, 
without 
replacements, bringing the payroll 
into line with available funds in­ 
side the next few months. 
During this freeze on new ap­ 
pointments, the bureau has like­ 
wise suspended staff transfers on 
its own motion from one grade to 
another which might involve higher 
pay. Employes who might norm al­ 
ly rate such promotions are being 
placed on a list for later recog­ 
nition. 
However, routine advancements 
from one grade to another on the 
basis of time served, as provided 


by the Civil Service Statute, will 
continue. 
Inspectors Take Over 
The bureau outlined the situation 
thus: 
FBI started the fiscal year July 
I, 1952, with more workers than 
its appropriation provided for be­ 
cause Congress, at the bureau’s 
request, relieved the FBI of de­ 
tailed checks on every person who 
applies for a federal job. 
This routine was shifted to the 
civil service inspectors, with pro­ 
vision for FBI taking over full 
investigation only for jobs involv­ 
ing national security and where 
the civil service investigation de­ 
velops some hint of disloyal asso­ 
ciation or activity. 
Congress gave FBI a 1953 fiscal 
appropriation of $84,400,000 com­ 
pared with $90,260,000 last year, 
and the new funds were further 
cut to about 77 million when the 
Budget Bureau impounded a por­ 
tion to be used as needed by the 
appropriate agency in the investi­ 
gation of job applicants. 
The FBI declined to estim ate in 
numbers just how much staff re­ 
duction is in prospect. The FBI 
payroll now totals 
14.600 which 
includes 6,600 special agents in the 
investigation field. 


French Take 200,000 
Indochina Reds But 
Most Are Now Free

French Union forces hay* tak«*n 
more than 200.000 captives from 
the Communist-led Vietminh in the 
six-vear w ar in Indochina, but most 
of them are now free. 
A check disclosed there are now 
only 63,115 Vietir.inh in concentra­ 
tion 
cam ps 
scattered in 
North, 
Central and South Viet Nam and 
in Cambodia and Laos. 
Internees Screened 
Of these, 7,899 are listed as reg­ 
ular prisoners of war—men taken 
in com bat with the French troops. 
A total of 55.216 are numbered as 
“ internees.” 
Since 
Moscow-trained 
Ho 
Chi 
Minh started his rebellion in 1946. 
the French from time to time have 
released hundreds or thousands of 
imprisoned Vietminh. 
'» 
Tens of thousands seized in Viet- 
rninh zones of fighting as suspected 
of or actively aiding or carrying 
arm s for tile Vietminh, have been, 
and are being separated, from the 
“ die-hard” regular Vietminh sol­ 
diers. Most of the latter likely will 
remain prisoners of war until the 
conflict in Indochina is ended. 
The French carefully screen all 
Vietminh internees. Where it 
is 
proven they were impressed into 
Vietminh military service or forced 
to otherwise aid the Vietminh, ac­ 
tion is taken to 
arrange 
their 
eventual liberation. 
Cause No Trouble 
Thousands of these once-suspect 
Vietminh 
return 
to 
villages 
in 
Kreneh-held sectors of North Indo­ 
china and cause no further trouble 
for tho Franco-Viet Namcsc au­ 
thorities. Some go back to Viet- 
minh-held territory. Much depends 
on where they last saw their fam ­ 
ilies id' relatives. 
With 63,115 prisoners of war and 
Vietminh internees still held by 
Franco-Viet 
Namese 
authorities, 
the record shows about 137,000 have 
been turned loose since 1946.

Justices Can't 


Sit On Boards, 


Court Decides 


LANSING UP—'The Michigan Su­ 
preme Court ruled yesterday that 
justices of the peace have been 
sitting on township boards illegally 
for 106 years. 
The decision appeared to have 
raised serious legal questions at 
first glance concerning the future 
operations of such boards, at least 
in counties of more than 5,000 popu­ 
lation which have had seven-man 
boards. 
The result is that all boards, 
in large and small counties, are 
reduced to three members — the 
supervisor, 
clerk 
and 
treasurer. 
One question w; s whether the prev­ 
ious seven-man boards can func­ 
tion at all with one m ember less 
than a legal quorum. This might 
affect the township 
approval to 
liquor licenses and similar func­ 
tions. 
The court said it was reluctant to 
upset a law of such “ ancient vin­ 
tage” but that the issue had never 
been raised before and that once 
it was raised there was no ques­ 
tion but what justices had no busi­ 
ness on the township boards. 
As judicial officers, the court 
said unanimously, they cannot con­ 
stitutionally 
perform 
administra­ 
tive and legislative functions. 
Such a duplication clearly vio­ 
lates the traditional separation of 
the judiciary, executive and legis­ 
lative branches in American gov 
ernment, the court said. 
Justices of the peace were placed 
on township boards by the legis­ 
lature in 1846, but actually they 
had 
performed 
various 
on-judi­ 
cial functions as early as the gov­ 
ernments of the Northwest Terri­ 
tory. 
The decision came in a purely 
local dispute in Dearborn township 
of Wayne County. 
In that township the ancient five- 
man board was increased to seven 
members in 1949 because of a pop­ 
ulation growth. In 1951 the town­ 
ship voters decided to return to

ed: 
“We expect this kind of talk

standing leader in world affairs.”

Kidnaping Trial

Defense Attorney Clayton Briggs 
brought admissions from nine that 
they had no direct way of connect­ 
ing Young, currently serving five 
to 15 years, with the kidnaping of 
the guards. 
Tom Elliott, a former guard at, 
the big prison, was the state’s star | 
witness 
against 
Young. 
Elliott! 
testified that Young called him to! 
his cell, asked permission to take 
a box to another cell and over­ 
powered him with a butcher knife 
when the request was granted. 
Young, according to the form­ 
er guard’s testimony, then threw 
him 
into the cell 
and released 
other prisoners, 
getting 
off the 
now-famous April mutiny that las­ 
ted four days. 
During the mutiny which devel­ 
oped in cell block 15 a total of 
eight guards were seized by con­ 
victs and held as hostages to en­ 
force demands of the prisoners. 
All the guards finally were re­ 
leased unharmed. 
Four other guards seized as hos­ 
tages identified 
Young 
with 
the 
mutiny. They were Harold Car­ 
rier, Jam es Chaffin, Frank Hin­ 
ton and John Holmes.

The M ichigan Conservation Com­ 
m ission's decision 
in

with an extended season on ruffed 
grouse this y ear and its partly suc­ 
cessful effort to obtain legislative 
perm ission to m anage the 
deer

Eldred, 
E scan­ 
aba. district gam e supervisor, to 
the E scanaba R otary Club. 
The 41-day 
season 
on 
ruffed 
grouse, said Eldred, is criticized 
by “ people who think it w as not 
the thing to do.” 
Y et behind the 
longer 
season 
are factors which. in the opinion of 
the D epartm ent, will in no w-av ad­ 
versely affect the grouse popula­ 
tion, E ldred said. 
Hunting Effect •Slight 
He pointed out that in the past 
sportsm en have 
requested 
a 30- 
dav season on grouse and the De­ 
partm ent so recom m ended to the 
legislature, which turned it down. 
This year the D epartm ent rec­ 
om m ended a 
30-dav season—and 
the legislature approved a 41-day 
season. 
There is an am ple 
supply 
of 
birds, however, and studies 
by 
the D epartm ent show that 
the 
grouse population is not adversely 
affected by hunting. In fact, El­ 
dred reported, controlled 
studies 
show that grouse are as plentiful 
in areas open to hunting as they 
are in areas closed to hunting. 
Wisconsin and Minnesota have 
had longer seasons than Michigan 
tor the past two years after sev­ 
eral years when grouse hunting 
was stopped altogether. Michigan 
meanwhile perm itted hunting. 
Limited To 41 Days 
"R ecords show that in M ichigan 
the birds are just as plentiful as 
they are in the states where the 
season was closed,” 
E ldred re ­ 
ported. 
Some states perm it grouse shoot­ 
ing for 46 to 79 days. Under p re­ 
sent M ichigan legislation the 
De­ 
partm ent m ay shorten 
or close 
the season, but it cannot 
extend 
the season beyond 41 days. 
"W e know, of course, that if the 
grouse population shows a drop

The fire departm ent was 
given credit for keeping the fire 
from spreading to adjoining build­ 
ings and the caretakers cottage, 
but several large trees had to be 
cut down to keep the fire from 
spreading. 
The building was said to be one 
of the largest and most beautiful 
lodges in this area. 
The build- 
was 160 by 120 feet and m ade en­ 
tirely of logs. There were nine 
rooms on the first floor and three 
on the second floor. One of the 
m aster bedrooms was believed to 
be the largest and most beauti­ 
ful in Michigan. 
A music room 
held several pianos, one valued 
at $10,000 and also several organs.

W ill Prevent 90% Of Home Fires

TpIRE is takng an increasingly heavy toll

Four thous­ 
and, almost a third, were children under 
fourteen years of age. T hirty-five hundred 
lived on farm s or in rural areas. The total 
Was within 500 of the num ber of A meri­ 
cans killed in the first year of

rean War. 
Property losses totaled S823.500.000 
in 
1951, also a new high. Not satisfied. A m er­ 
icans apparently are going 
to 
burn 
up 
•S855.000.000 in property in 1952. About a 
fifth ol this loss will be in homes w e’ve 
needed so badly and have been building 
so quickly. A quarter, almost S250.000.000 
will be in industrial plants. A little more 
than a hundred million dollars worth of 
farm buildings wifi 'go up in smoke and 


llam e—tar more expensive to rebuild at 
today's costs than they were when built. 
Perhaps there is no way out. Perhaps 
such losses are inevitable, but the National 
Fire Protection 
Association, 
source 
of 
these statistics says, “No, 
we 
can 
stop 
burning ourselves up if we will.” 
Here's a 7-point program that the NFPA 
says will prevent 90 percent of the fires 
in homes: (I) Be careful with matches and 
smoking. Don’t smoke in bed. (2) Be care­ 
ful with flammable liquids. Don’t use ex­ 
plosive cleaning fluids. (3) 
Throw 
out 
papers, rags, old furniture out of attics, 
closets and basements. 
(4) 
Inspect 
and 
clean chimneys once a year. 
(5) 
Keep 
heating plants clean and in go^d repair 
(6) Recover combustible 
wood 
shingles 
with fire-resistant roofing, such as asphalt 
shingles. (7) Don’t overload electrical cir­ 
cuits. Replace frayed cords.

sub­ 
stitute a penny for a fuse.

rp H E term “McCarthyism” has

It has also been 
called “character assassination.” 
The Democrats to a man have deplored 
“M cCarthyism ” and attem pted 
to

that the Wisconsin senator is typical of the 
Republican party. No one has expressed 
greater shock than has President Trum an 
by the unproved charges m ade

Carthy against Gen. George Marshall. 
In the light of President T ru m an’s an- 
tipathv to “McCarthyism” the President’s 
Q\»n I event statements in connection with 
his campaign against Gen. Eisenhower are 
convincing proof that

adept in the technique of villification. He 
is using methods that 
he

odious 
when M cCarthy used them. 
Here are some typically T ru m an charges 
against Gen. Eisenhower, the Republican 
presidential candidate, on the President’s 
“whistle stop” 8.500-mile, 24-state 
cam ­ 
paign—all paid for out of taxes. 
Eisenhower is in “with bad company,” 
he is associating with “a bad crow d” and 
when Eisenhower says he can reduce taxes 
it is “a dam ned lie.” 
H amm ering on his completely unfound­ 
ed theme that Republicans as such are 
“bad” the President called upon the voters 
to deteat the Republican presidential can­ 
didate “and get him out of

Electric Consumption 
Still Is Increasing 
TUSCAN A BA’S elect ric consumption con-. 
sumption 
continued 
its 
accelerated 
pace last year. More than 22 million kwh 
of electric energy was used by Escanaba 
business, industry and residential consum- 
rners in the last fiscal year, an increase 
of about IO % over the previous year. 
The chart 
showing 
constantly 
rising 
consumption of 
electricity 
in 
Escanaba 
over a period of many years indicates that 
we have not yet reached the levelling off 
point. In fact, it is freely predicted by city 
officials that the accelerated 
trend 
will 
probably continue indefinitely. 
The city which operates its own electric 
distribution system would 
probably 
be 
happy about this situation except for one 
thing. That is the problem of w here this 
electric supply will come from when the 
city’s contract with the Upper Michigan 
Pow er and Line Company runs out. The 
power company wants to be freed of the 
Escanaba load, as well as the load of the 
City of Gladstone. 
The city’s present 
contract 
with 
the 
power company runs to 1958. But the city 
cannot wait until then to solve its prob­ 
lem. It takes time and a lot of money to 
provide new generating capacity. The city 
has been studying the problem for some 
tim e but has not yet come up with the 
solution. 
It is apparent that a new electric gen­ 
erating plant will have to be built, if not 
by private capital, then by the city itself, 
or perhaps by the City of Escanaba in co­ 
operation with 
the 
City 
of 
Gladstone, 
which is faced with the same problem. 
In any case, the present happy situation 
in which the city gets a 
favorable 
rate 
for electricity it buys and makes a nice 
profit on the electricity it sells probably 
will not last many more years.

Serious Danger of Food Poison 


Is Seen in Home-Canned Foods

Botulism is a kind of food poisoning. It 
results from-swallowing a toxin or poison 
produced by the growth of germs in can­ 
not* food?

enough,

greatest danger from this serious 
condition comes from home canning, be­ 
cause there have been no outbreaks ol 
botulin, reported from commercially can­ 
ned goods packed in the

About IO or 15 outbreaks of botulism 
ate reported in the United States each 
>e..r. Home-canned string beans, aspara­ 
gic 
col n and spinach have 
been 
most 
commonly incriminated. 
Perhaps the reason for tins is m at these 
foods a it* acid and the growth of the d an ­ 
gerous germ in acid foods does not cause 
Bu foul odor which causes other contam ­ 
inated fonds to be thrown away uneaten. 
Ila symptoms 
generally 
develop 
in 
from 12 to 36 hours after eating poisoned 
food. Nausea and vomiting are common 
and are usually followed by symptoms m - 
volving the nervous system. Double vision 
and other disturbances of sight frequently 
occur. Difficulty in swallowing is a con­ 
man complaint. 
Death unfortunately is frequent and is 
must common in from three to six days. 
Whether this will occur or 
not 
depends 
principally on the amount ol this extreme- 
i| poisonous substance that is swallowed. 


The treatment of this fortunately rather 
rare condition is not very good. There is 
an antitoxin, but this treatm ent is not of 
value after the symptoms have appeared 
and to often a diagnosis is not made un­ 
til the symptoms are well advanced.

they cannot fill their present-day 
functions satisfactorily. 
“They are just not physically 
equipped to exploit new fields of 
medicine such as geriatrics (the 
treatment of the aged) and psy­ 
chiatry. 
And the growth of hos­ 
pital insurance plans has placed 
a premium on two-bed rooms and 
made anything over a four-bed 
room undesirable ”

have been occasional references

fancied similarities of A braham Lincoln, 
Republican, and Adlai Stevenson, Demo­ 
crat. 
Stevenson has not been loath to point 
these up. After his nomination 
for 
th# 
presidency he visited the Lincoln memo­ 
rial at Springfield, 111., and sat alone there 
for half an hour. 
It is possible that Stevenson, a schol­ 
arly man. is deeply influenced by his 
reading of the life of Lincoln. Yet the 
only evident 
similarity 
between 
the 
Democratic candidate for president and 
the Great Emancipator is that both are 
from Dlinois. 
While there may be other 
similarities 
of which I am unaware, the differences 
between the characters and personalities 
of the two men are m any and easily recog­ 
nized.

POLES APART—Lincoln was 
born 
in 
near-poverty and never became wealthy; 
Stevenson was born 
well-to-do 
and 
is 
considered even by today’s standards to be 
rich. 
Largely 
self-educated, 
Lincoln's

and direct; Stevenson’s education 
was 
the best this country has to offer 
the 
sons of wealth, while his abality to turn j 
a phrase and borrow a literary metaphor 
i« noteworthy. 
Lincoln’s personal life was

WIT AND HUMOR—Considerable 
has 
been m ade of Stevenson’s jokes in connec­ 
tion with his campaign for the presidency, 
and this too might be claimed as typically 
Lincolnesque. 
Lincoln, however, had gained a reputa­ 
tion for wit and humor long before he as­ 
pired to the presidency. In his home town 
he was more noted for his jokes than for 
his statesmanship—and this continued al­ 
most to the day of his death. 
Once a young poet sent a volume of his 
latest effort to Lincoln and asked for a 
comment. Replied the kind-hearted Abe: 
“For people who like that sort 
of 
thing 
that is about the sort of thing they would 
like." 
Lincoln admired 
General 
G rant 
and 
w hen someone criticised the general for 
being a bottle man. 
Lincoln 
observed: 
“If I knew 
what

He could be caustic when the occasion 
required. Of one man he didn’t like, Lin­ 
coln said: “He

have brought Lincoln few honors if that 
instrum ent had been available to him ae 
president. He was not photogenic.

He was described as “clownish” and a 
“ prince of jokers.” When he was scheduled 
to speak at Gettysburg, critics said he was 
“inappropriate.” His Gettsburg Address, a 
classic in the English language, was given 
little if any attention.

THE TEST OF TIME—Today 
Steven­ 
son, the humorist, stands before the light 
of public opinion with less reputation for 
joking than Lincoln had in his day.

famed debates with Douglass before h e / 
aspired to the presidency. 
Lincoln did practically no campaign­ 
ing before his election. The great que»- 
tion was that of slavery vs. freedom and 
the people had known for years how he 
stood on that one. 
W hether Stevenson, In his serious state­ 
ment:-, approaches the greatness of Lincoln 
is something to ponder in the 
light 
of 
time— for Lincoln became neither famous 
nor a m artyr until after his death.

read no bit of Stevensonian humor com­ 
parable to Lincoln’s: “The alinem ent ha* 
got down as thin as soup made from the 
shadow of a pigeon that had starved to 
death.”

One dark night recently a patrol 
from the raiders w ent through a 
Chinese position with all guns fir­ 
ing. The surprised Reds lost about 
12 men.

“ They just b arreled 
through,” 
said Dunlap. 
All Volunteers 
The big reason the platoon gets 
through is because 
of the men 
them selves. All are volunteers. 
It has men like Pfc. D ale Hun­ 
ter, a 19-year-old red-haired kid 
from Los .Angeles who is on his 
second Korean com bat tour. He 
w as wounded in the C hinese Red 
offensive of May, 1951. A fter six 
m onths in a hospital a t home, he 
volunteered to com e back. 
T here is Pvt. G eorge Henderson 
of Brooklyn, N. Y. He says he 
d oesn’t want to be anything but 
a private. When he com es off pa­ 
trol he returns to the front to take 
pot shots at the Chinese. 
The platoon leader, Lt. George 
A. Hoyem, Missoula, Mont., was 
selected because the battalion ex­ 
e rtiv e officer “ liked his attitude.” 
D espite a blonde m ustache, he’s 
som etim es known as “ B abyface.” 
“ He knows what he’s doing,” said 
the executive officer. H oyem had 
n ev er been in com bat before he 
took the platoon. 
Team w ork Clicks 
When the outfit w as form ed, the 
m en had only one w eek’s training 
together. From then on it was ex­ 
perience that did the teaching. 
"W e buddy up.” explained Sgt.

“ When we go out iii sm all groups 
ea ch group does a good job.’’ 
The men choose a p a rtn e r on 
patrols.

The raiders were called out in 
ss hurry shortly after m idnight re­ 
cently to rescue another patrol that 
had run into trouble, and had one 
killed and several wounded. 
The raiders found the wounded 
and brought them back through 
bursting mortal shells a n d a stream 
of machine-gun fire, shooting all 
the way. 
W ear A rm ored V ests 
“ The old boy upstairs had a lot 


to do with th a t,” said Cpl. Ronald 
Pike of Beloit, Wis. 
“ The guys used their heads,” 
said Pfc. J e s s e Owens, a flat Rov­ 
er, Mo., raider. 
The wounded all had to be helped 
back. The Chinese had moved be 
hind the patrol. In the darkness 
and confusion the trained raiders 
kept the 
group of wounded 
to­ 
gether, slipped by the Chinese who 
had cut th em off and cam e out 
without having a raid er hurt. 
The raid ers 
travel light when 
they m ove a t night. Some don’t 
even c a rry canteens. But they all 
w ear the new arm o red vests issued 
to patrol units.

T oday’s incom e tax law breeds 
class discrim ination. 


Particularly in its previsions for 
deductions, it discrim inates against 
the w age-earner, favors the in d i­ 
vidual getting an incom e from a 
business or from investm ents. 
Our 
C ongressional 
tax-w riters 
are actu ally asking us to list our 
com plaints about the incom e tax. 
(M an bites dog!) As I reported 
yesterday, a joint 
H ouse-Senatc 
com m ittee is inviting us to sub­ 
mit sp ecific suggestions for im ­ 
provem ents and it plans to m ake 
these the basis for an overhaul of 
our entire tax system . 
O. K., h ere’s backing for the 
strong statem ents above. 
A ny 
profit-seeking 
venture— 
from the giant industrial corpora­ 
tion to the sm all corner store— is 
entitled under the law to a d e­ 
duction on its income tax for ev ­ 
ery exp en se, ordinary or neces­ 
sary in the production of its in ­ 
come. 
And any property owner can 
deduct all the expenses involved in 
the production or collection of his 
incom e. 
Unfair To Wage Earner 
That m akes sense. It’s propel to 
allow the corporation, the investor 
or the property owner to deduct 
what it costs to get an incom e ev ­ 
en though the income m ay never 
m aterialize. 
BUT. 
BUT to the w age-earner, the 
law denies deductions for exp en s­ 
es he m ust incur if he is to earn 
the incom e on which he pays the 
Mixes. 
For instance: 
The law doesn't allow any d e­ 
ductions for what a w age-earner 
may spend on 
books, 
coaching, 
formal education, business m aga­ 
zines. etc., to im prove him self and 
thus earn m ore taxable incom e. He 
can deduct these costs only if his 
em ployer requires them. 
The law refuses to allow m il- 
fcons of w orking w ives and m oth­ 
ers to deduct the costs of house­ 
hold 
help — even 
though 
they 
couldn’t leave their homes to earn 
their taxable incom es unless they 
had this dom estic assistance.

You must 
take the offensive and see to it 
that you get the respect a wife 
should.

A refined method of census tak­ 
ing, recently used by personnel 
at the Cusino wildlife experiment 
station 
in 
northern 
Schoolcraft 
County, will help in making closer 
estim ates of deer populations rn 
ti 
future, it is reported by the 
Michigan Department of Conserva­ 
tion. 
Game men at Cusino, 
with 
50 
prison inmates to help them , made 
three one-half mile drives 
ove\ 
three varying types of deer cover 
25 miles east of Munising. 
Purpose was to learn how many 
deer were on each type of cover. 
With this information, 
and 
by 
knowing how many square miles 
of each type of cover exist over a 
large area, an extension of census 
samples could be made to give a 
close estimate of herd population, 
departm ent game officials declare. 
Form er deer drive methods cen­ 
tered a round 
determination 
of 
how many deer were found on a 
single, 
though 
representative, 
patch of cover. 
The three sample 
areas 
used 
were near Round Lake in School­ 
craft County, north of Melstrand 
rn Alger County, and 
near 
Fox 
River in the same general area. 
They 
represent 
widely 
varying 
types of growth, cover and terrain. 
A total of 50 deer were driven 
from the three half-mile areas: 27 
from the Round Lake 
test, 
nine 
from the area north of Melstrand. 
and 14 from the Fox River sample. 
Herd estimates in the past have 
been based on deer drives, reports 
of field officers, kill records, sex 
ratios, fawn production and other 
factors.

' WASHINGTON—Science believes 
the world can continue to feed its 
constantly increasing 
population, 
possibly due to rise from the cur­ 
rent estim ate of two and one half 
billion to as much as four billion 
by the end of the century. 
The assurance was given during 
the recent International Geograph­ 
ical Congress in Washington, notes 
Ihe National Geographic 
Society. 
The Society was one of the hosts to 
the gathering of delegates 
from 
more than fifty foreign countries. 
Dr. W. H. Sebrcll Jr.. director 
of this country’s National Institut­ 
es of Heallh. reported to a sympos­ 
ium on world 
food 
supply 
that 
chem istry and 
agricultural 
tech­ 
nology. advancing side by side, in­ 
evitably will keep pace w’ith the 
numerical growth of 
the 
human 
race. 
Malaria A Menace 
He said that eradication of ma­ 
laria—and he called this 
entirely 
possible — alone 
would increase 
food yields in all parts of the globe 
by making agricultural 
workers 
more productive. 
Dr. Theodore Schultz of the Uni­ 
versity of Chicago’s department of 
economics told the 
same 
group 
that the United States, if called up­ 
on, could increase its food pro­ 
ductivity by twenty per 
cent 
in 
five years, or enough to feed 50 to 
IOO million more people. 
Dr. George Kurivan, University. 
of Madras, said 
India 
probably 
was not as yet making the best use 
of its farm land. In many instanc­ 
es, he told his scientific audience, 
tracts are either too large or too 
small to be efficient, and much 
land that could raise foodstuffs is 
presently devoted to 
commercial 
crops such as jute. 
Other Congress 
speakers 
ex­ 
pressed the opinion 
that the in­ 
creasing population will have to be 
ted from land already in use be­ 
cause there are “no longer empty 
areas worth developing.” 
Amazonia Could Produce 
Dr. Josue de Castro of the Uni­ 
versity of Brazil disagreed in part. 
He held that the bottomlands of 
the Amazon River country could 
be made vastly productive if set­ 
tled by a populace capable of op­ 
erating the simpler types of farm 
machinery. 
The optimism 
of 
science 
was 
summed up by Gove Hambidge of 
the North American Regional Of­ 
fice. the United National Food and 
Agriculture Organization. He said. 
“On every hand, men of intelli­ 
gence are turning to a solution of 
the food problem. With so many 
brains at work, there can be no 
failure.”
